China’s Leader 
Admits Reverses 


NANKING (#)—Chiang Kai-| 
Shek stated today seven of his 
best divisions were destroyed in 
Manchuria, but declared defiantly 
the communistS cannot conquer 
China. 

In one of the frankest public 
speeches of his long career as 
China’s leader, the Generalissimo 
told the national assembly: 

“I confess seven of the govern- 
ment’s best divisions were de- 
stroyed in Manchuria. They were 
my best armies that under my 
command accomplished the rev- 
olutionary campaigns with glory.” 

These divisions are being reor- 
ganized, Chiang said, adding: “I 
refuse to admit defeat because 
our fighting strength is still pow- 
erful.”

Biil To Provide Federal Aid To 
Education Draws Much Opposition

The Taft bill providing fede.al aid to education has been 
passed by the Senate and now waits action by the House. 
lt proposes to distribute some $300,0UU,005 among the staies, 
with the poor states getting most cf the money. ‘the theory 
behind ‘the plan is that in this way education throughout 
the nation wiil be improved. 

A study of the table which estimates the yarious amounts 
going to the various states discloses that more thdn half of 
the entire three hundred million will go to the southern states. 
‘rhe others, who have maintained high educational standards 
through state taxes, will receive a negligible amount by 
compg@rison. 

The California state chamber of cominerce, agriculture 
and industry, have gone on record against the passage of 
this bill, pointing out that California would receive $7,260,000 
while its taxpayers would be charged $26,340,006 towards 
the program—or a net lass of $19,080,000 a year. But the 
chamber has other reasons for its stand and they are worth 
considering. 

1. Education is a state rosponsibility and no state has 
requegted federal assistance in meeting this responsibiliiy. 

2. Income and resources, within regions, have tended 
to equalize in recent years. All states are now better able 
to support good schools than before. 

3.*Federal control, through administration of the subsidy, 
is inevitable. 

4.*The proposed subsidy could nct be used to meet the 
building needs of education. 

5. Existing inefficiencies in state school systems—political 
and erganizational—-would be frozen, not remedied. 

Those in general are the arguments usually heard 
against the Taft education bill and several of them are 
very valid. On the other side of the fence. we have the 
argument that anything that will improve the educational 
standards of the nation is worth the cost even if it means 
that some states have to pay for the “education” of the 
others; It has also been pointed out that the poorer states 
do not have the necessary resources with which to maintcin 
good schools and competent teachers and therefore must 
have federal aid. 

Yet two points made by the state chamber leom as 
very ithporiant obstacles for the bill to accomplish its pur- 
pose. -First, we have no assurance that the states receiving 
the mgney are going to actually use it for educational pur- 
poses and second, where there's actual cash outlay involved, 
there is bound to be some degree of federal control. Those 
two points are, we think, the two serious flaws in the entire 
principle on which the bill is based.

Two Years Required To Equip 
15 Combat Air Force Groups 


The air force at its present 
strength of 55 combat groups 
uses about 2,700 planes, not in- 
cluding reserves and some 400 to 


500° others assigned to separate 
squadrons. 

Altogether, for combat and other 
purposes such as training and 
transport, the present force has 
about 5,500 aircraft in operation. 

Secretary of Air Symington has 
said 6,869 aircraft would be need- 
ed for the 70-group -force, being 
demanded in congress. To keep 
this force, plus about 5,000 planes 
for the national guard and _ or- 
ganized reserves “modern and up 
to date”, some 3,200 new planes 
would have to be bought each 
year, he said. 

Some experts estimate that a 
70-group air force could be oper- 
ated by 453,000 men, compared 
with an estimated 400,000 need- 


ed to put the present 55 . group 
force at full strength.
